The mi HonVy admit frankly that Juri-l* from 
Ihe alave State* have held different views, aud 
expressed them.

Thus the rreslde.it of the United State, and oth-

al Constitution. Hut tt hen rightly iuforrr.ed, 
lhr«r high fanrlionarira have corrected their er- 
ror.

ihev are moal cbviously exempted by the con- 
stitutional compact. 

The underaigued ar» not unconscious that the 
last clause of the socoud eeclion of the fourth 
article of the Constitution hM beea referred to, 
to allow that the Coi.atitulion haa involved the 
free States in the aupport of slavery. Thia. 
however, if true, must I. • limited to the term* lu 
which that cl.uae extend. It haa no other re- 
ference to alavery than regard* fugitive alavea, 
and cannot properly be centime.; at extending 
farther. Bui we find, bv Uie hiatory of Ita adop- 
tion, '.hat the framrr. were careful not to Involve 
the people of tl.e free Slatea In the arreet or re- 
turn of fugitive alave*. The covenant on the 
part of the free Slate* it., that they will paaa no 
law or regulation*, nor do any acta, to relieve 
auch fugitive from the aervice of hi* maaler 
YV hen that clause of the Conetitation waa before 
the Convention, a member from North Carolina 
.novel to amend it to at to make It the duty of 
the people of the free Slate* to arreet and im- 
pri*ou fugiiivo slaves, in the same manner aa 
they were bound lo arreet fugitive* from justice. 
But Mr. Wilson, of Pennaylvauia, objected that 
auch provision would iivolve the peojile of Ihe 
free Stu tea in the expense of arreet ing and im-

Thi* is fonclueive to ahow that no acta were 
lo be done by the people of the free State* in 
favor of fugitive elavea. ludeed thi* very .tipu- 
lation >■ to abstain from action. So clearly i. 
that intention expreeaeil on the face of the Con- 
stitution, that th«i Supreme Court of the United 
Stales, in Ihecaae of Prigg v.. Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, declaied the State* incompe- 
tent to legislate on tae subject, and that lha 
last clause, of the eeclion, which aaya " they shall 
be delivered up on claim of the party to whom 
such service or labor may be due," impoeea up- 
on the people of the free Statee no other obliga- 
ii, .,i than peaceably at d quietly to permit the 
holder of the alave to outer aucb State aud pur- 
sue and tuke I..* .Uv. without mole.taUon or 
hindrance. To the elteut, then, of abetainiug 
from all participation In aiding the el.ve to ee- 
cape from service, the people of the free Stales 
are I. mud to uphold that institution, and no 
farther. The master cannot demand of ^heni 
aid or aasiatauce iu retaking hi* elave. So far 
from Ibis, MMM of the State Legi.latnree have, 
hy statute, law, rendentd it penal for any ciliaeu 
of such Slate ( not beiig an officer of Uie Uuited 
Stalea j to render any assistance to the mutter in 
such case. Of the perfect constitutional power 
of the Stale* to pus* .l.ch laws, the undersigned 
entertain no doubu. And they are led to the 
conclutlou that Ihia provitiou of Ihe Conatitu 
i, ou give* uo power, rilher expreaely or by im- 
plication, lo Congrete, to legislate either for the 
benefit oi the abolilion of alavery. escept for the 
arreet of tuch fugllivtt; and, on that point, lha 
f Coogrew attaodi no farUiar than lo

Of course it may be abused. Indeed, until it* 
pert ies, and Its operation upon the human 
system are better known, noue but the most skil- 
ful should use it. They who like itasastlmnlus, 
or whu use it without knowing what they art 
about, trifl* with life. One of the ablest of our 
Medical Journals, remarks: 

"To gaxril against the abuse* of the new rem- 
edial agent ia of very great importance, not 
merely to prevent It* perversion to injurious 
aad demoralizing purposes, but that its utility 
may be permanently established by rational aud 
enlightened experience. Much is yet to be 
learned at to the modes of it* preparation and 
preservation, so that it may be of uniform 
strength; which it known not to he the case 
with that procured from different venders, and 
hence the variation in the results reported i 
different experiments. So alto, the bett mode, 
and safest proportions, for it* admin ittratlon, 
caunot be aaid yet to be ascertained. Nor, in 
deed, can we yet decide how far it it reliable, 
without a still greater number of trials, in many 
of the emergencies in whish its adaption ia the- 
oretically inferred. Especially does it remnin 
to be established how far it is judicious and ap- 
propriate to employ th* inhalation of chloro- 
form, with the view of suspending conscious 
suffering during maternal travail. 

"Thus far, experience and authority will ful- 
ly justify a resort to this agency in the various 
form* of preternatural, complicated or instru- 
mental labor. Indeed, on the occurrence of 
any pathological condition during labor, whieh 
involves extreme suffering or hazard to the moth- 
er, a failure to avail ourselves and our patients 
of this cew resource would be inexcusable; but 
its innocence aud safety should be more fully 
continued by the testimony of experience be- 
fore it would Is? discreet to employ it indiscrim- 
inately in natural labor, wbeu the mother hi in 
health. That it may be thus used by mercena- 
ry member* of our profession, is one of Uie dan- 
ger* attendant upon the publicity which Chlo- 
roform and It* effects have received. Let o* 
beware lest thlt blessing be turned into a curve, 
and this by carefully discriminating between its 
ua* and its abuse. If this can be effectually 
done, th* chloroform promise* to he a precio is 
bona of science to suffering humanity.

This ia ail true. " Aye," replies the Caroli- 
nian, ■■ hut wait till we get manufactories." — 
Well, you have them. A cotton manufaclory 
has been successfully established at Camden— it 
haa made snouey for it* proprietors — it haa work- 
ed a good deal of the raw material made at home. 
But hat the town increased iu the last ten years? 
It lias lost in population. Are there mors small 
fsrmers iu the neighborhood? There are few 
er. Are there more citizens? Not so many .- 
The very thing, then, which would make a vil 
lage thrive iu Rhode Island, which would give 
a new impulse there to labor, infuse a new spirit 
ofenterprize into all the p*ople of the neigh 
I borhood, ha* utterly failed to produce thia result 
in South Carolina. And why? Because slave- 
ry is there, amid a fertile soil and genial climate, 
degrading labor, and destroying alike its moral 
power, and its mental activity. 

The Carolinian, admitting that South Caxoli 
na it deficient, as compared with Rhode Wind 
in every respect, asks, is " South Carolina less 
capable than Rhode Island of excelling in the 
same profitable labors?" Aye, she is, and she 
must continue to be so. This i* the truth, and 
it may at well be told. For in looking at this 
question, in comparing free and slave State*, it 
will not do to stop with figure*, and the halmneeo 
in commerce, manufactories, ic, which ar* ex- 
hibited against the latter. These th* Carwltauta 
admit*.

During ths era of persecution, 
to brmg a Jew to judgment, was to send 
him to death. The community ol Prague 
were thrown into trouble and despair. — 
When brought in chains before the duke. 
Rabbi Solomon was the only one who pre- 
served lain uanquihty. 

His repr.ssei nations were rejected, and 
Yladislas was about to pronounce hi> con 
demnation, when the Bishop of Uiium.z ad 
vanad towards the ducal throne and ex- 
claimed, "My Lord, in the nam; of the God 
of Christ ant, 1 forbid that even a hair of 
this Jew be touched.

Young visionaries, 
to whom jast so much of insight had been 
imputed, as lo make life all a labyrinth 
around them, came to seek die clue that 
should guide them out of their self-involved 
bewildciincni. Grey-headed theorists — 
whose systems, at first air. had finally im- 
prisoned ihern in an iron framework — trav 
elled painfully to his door, not to ask d. 
iiverauce, but to invite the free spirit Into 
their own thraldom. People thai had light 
ed on n new thought, or a diought that da y 
fancied new, came to Emerson, as the finder 
of a glittering gem hastens lo a lapidary, to 
ascertain its quality and value. I ncenain, 
troubled, earnest wanderers, through the 
midnight of the moral world, beheld his in- 
tellectual fire, as a beacon burning on a hill 
lop, and climbing the difficult ascent, look- 
ed forth into the surrounding obscurity, more 
hopefully than hilherio. The light revealed 
objects unseen before — mountains, gleaming 
Iake3, glimpses of a creation among ihe 
chaos — but also, as was unavoidable, it at- 
tracted bats and owls, and the whole host of 
night-birds, which dapped their dusky wings 
against the gajar's eyes, and sometimes were 
mistaken for fowls of angelic feather. Such 
ueiuston aiuavs nover mgn, wnenever a Dea- 
con fire of truth is kindled. For myself, 
there had been epochs of my life when 1, 
too, might have asked of this piophei the 
master-word that should solve me die riddle 
of the universe. But now, being happy, I 
fell as if there were no question to be put. 
and therefore admired Emerson as a poet of 
deep beauty and austere tenderness, but 
sought nothing from hi in (is a philosopher. 
1 1 was good, nevertheless, to meet him in 
the wood-paths, or sometimes in our avenue, 
with that pure, intellectual gleam diffused 
about his presence, like the garment of a 
shining one; and he so quiet, so simple, so 
without pretension, encountering each man 
alive as if expecting to receive more than be 
could impart. And, in troth, the heart of 
many an ordinary man had, perchance, in- 
scriptions which he could not read. But it 
was impossible to dwell in his vicinity, with- 
out inhaling, more or less, the mountain at- 
mosphere of his lofty thought, which, in the 
brains of sosie people, wrought a singular 
giddiness — new truth being as heady as new 
wine. Never was a p'wr little country vil- 
lage infested with such a variety of queer, 
strangely dressed, oddly behaved mortals, 
mast of whom took upon themselves to be 
important agents of the world's destiny, ye: 
were simply bores of s very intense water. 
Such, 1 imagine, is the invariable character 
of persons who ciowd so closely about an 
original thinker, as to draw in his unutlered 
breath, and thus become imbued with a false 
originality. This triteness of novelty is 
enough to ina'*e any man, of common sense, 
blaspheme at all ideas of less than a centu- 
ry's standing, and prey that the world may 
be petrified and rendered immovable, in pre- 
cisely the worst moral and physical state 
that it ever yet arrived at, rather than be 
benefited by such schemes of such phisolo- 
phers " — Hawthorn's Mosses from an Old 



I believe the flower clock of Linnseus in
